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Insulating Felt 


The majority of our frame houses are insulated with sheet felt, a 
feature seldom found in the average frame structure. ‘This felt is 
of heavy material, absolutely water-proof. It covers the outside of 
the studding and over this nailed the siding. The houses are 
made absolutely water-proof and the felt keeps the cold out in the 
winter time and keeps out the torrid heat of summer. 


Sash and Windows 


All sash are manufactured in our own sash factory, insuring uniform 
quality throughout. We use sugar pine, carefully seasoned. Win- 
dow casements are also built at the mill, ready to hang. All case- 
ment sash are operated by special adjusters. The sash have mortise 
and tenon joints, reinforced with steel dowel pins instead of the 
usual wooden dowel pins and glue. All sash, windows, French doors, 
etc., are glazed at our factory.

Doors 


All French doors and many of the special-made doors are produced in 
our door factory. Interior doors are 13@” thick and are mortised 
for lock and bored for knob and key, saving the carpenter hours 
of time. Styles of doors are indicated in the individual specifi- 
cations. See pages 136 and 137 for styles. 


Screens 


We operate our own screen factory, furnishing well-built screens for 
all doors and windows, per specifications. These are hinged or 
sliding, according to the type of house and are 14-mesh galvanized. 
Copper screen can be furnished at additional cost. 


Flooring 


When hardwood floors are specified we furnish a sub-floor of 1” fir 
boards, covered with 3” x 1144” selected oak flooring. This is high 
grade oak and every foot of it is inspected at our mill before ship- 
ment. It is tongued and grooved and when laid will not warp. 
Vertical grain fir flooring is specified in the cheaper houses. 


Built-in Features 


Materials used in cabinet work are carefully prepared at our mill 
before shipment, smoothly sandpapered, ready to nail in place, with 
few exceptions. For convenience in shipping the pieces for built-in 
features are neatly bundled just like knocked-down furniture. Drawer 
pieces are grooved and notched. Of course, all necessary hardware, 
glass, etc., is furnished. Illustrations of built-in features are shown 
on pages 140 to 155. 


Paints, Stains, Enamels 


Maintaining our 
factory, we are in a position 
to produce a finer quality of 
wood covering material and 
uniform quality that can be 
relied upon. All paints, enam- 
els, shellacs, varnishes,  etc., 
are ground and mixed from 
raw materials to our special 
formulae. Our exterior house 
paints have a lead, zinc and 
oil base which we have found 
to be the most durable for 
Western climate It will not 
burn, flake, chip or disinte- 
grate and retains its freshness 
for many years. We furnish 
the finest grade of enamel in 
white or tint and best opaque 
under-coater. The enamel con- 
tains only the purest ingredi- 
ents, is easy to brush on, 
flows to a perfectly smooth sur- 
face, will not sag and_ will 
retain its original beauty years 
longer than cheap enamel. In 
some of the less costly houses 
stain or shellac and varnish are 
specified.
